Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  My  Ladies,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1955 > during 
which  year,  on  14th  March,  I became  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  year  was  marked  by  several  items  of  importance 

1.  During  February,  a small  outbreak  of  Dysentery  (Sonne  type) 
occured  in  the  Dennington  area. 

2.  Poisoning  of  a woman  and  her  three  dogs  in  the  Pramlingham 
area  occurred  in  April  due  to  the  cardess  use  of  a texic 
chemical  (Denocate)  in  the  spraying  of  fields. 

3.  During  June,  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery  (Sonne  type)  occurred 
in  the  Benhall  area. 

4.  An  X-ray  Survey  was  carried  out  in  Framlingham  from  21st-23rd. 
September. 

5.  Food  poisoning  occurred  in  Framlingham  College  during  September. 

6.  The  Regional  Water  Scheme  proceeded  towards  completion.  By 
the  end  of  the  year,  over  I40  miles  approximately  of  main  had 
been  laid. 

During  the  stimmer  the  Saxmundham  Headworks  coped  with  difficulty 
with  the  demand,  but  owing  to  the  construction  of  a link  main 
between  the  Northern  and  Southern  Schemes  it  was  possible  to 
maintain  the  supply. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops,  factories 
and  housing  is  compiled  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  to  whom  I 
am  indebted.

The  niomber  of  still  births  does  not  alter  much  over  the  years.  The 
average  amount  is  30  per  thousand  live  births.  The  main  cause  is  difficult 
labour.  Prevention  is  by  adequate  antenatal  care. 

The  maternal  mortality  is  very  satisfactory. 

This  year  there  have  been  no  deaths  in  infants,  (children  under  1 year 
of  age) . 

The  general  death  rate  is  virtually  unchanged.

SCARLET  FEVER. 


One  case  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  one  in  the  last 
quarter. 

It  is  a mild  disease  at  present. 

’/HOOPING  COUGH. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  were  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

When  a child  has  been  immunised  against  it,  the  disease  is  mild. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 


Only  one  case  v;as  confirmed  as  "Polio"  during  the  year.  This  occurred 
in  the  Hacheston  area  in  a male  of  33  years  in  September?  was  non-paralytic. 

T'ato  persons  - a girl  of  9 years,  and  a woman  of  35  years  were  admitted 
to  hospital  as  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  but  both  were  unconfirmed?  the  woman 
of  35  was  found  to  have  cancer. 

A contact  of  a case  in  another  area  was  supervised  and  her  work  of 
children's  nurse  stopped  for  three  weeks.  (in  Glemham  area). 

MEASLES. 

This  occurred  continuously  in  the  last  three  quarters  of  the  year, 
mainly  in  school  children,  though  9 cases  were  under  1 year  old  and  63  were 
under  2.  In  a healthy  child,  measles  in  general  does  not  produce  a serious 
disease?  the  complications  of  measles,  e.g.  eye  disease,  ear  disease,  are 
not  often  seen. 

ACUTE  PNEUMONIA. 

Half  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

DYSS»JTERY. 

1.  PENNINGTON. 

In  February,  19  cases  of  Sonne  type  dysentery  were  notified  in  the 
Pennington  area.  Three  of  these  were  adults. 

Visits  were  made  and  water,  milk  and  food  supplies  were  investigated, 
but  no  definite  cause  was  found. 

A number  of  absentees  occurred  in  Pennington  School  but  here  all 
possible  precautions  v/ere  taken  by  the  canteen  and  teaching  staff. 

2.  BENHALL. 

In  June,  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  type  dysentery  occurred  in  the  Benhall 
area,  centred  on  the  school.  A total  of  6l  cases  were  found.  Most 
of  these  cases  were  not  clinically  ill. 

90  samples  were  taken  at  school  (including  4 rectal  swabs).  Of  these, 
39  vvere  found  to  be  positive  for  the  organism  of  dysentery.  62  visits 
were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  homes  where  a school  child  was 
found  to  be  carrying  the  organism.  34  parents  submitted  samples  and 
of  these  5 were  positive. 

Of  those  children  at  home  (being  too  young  for  school)  30  samples 
were  submitted  and  15  of  these  were  positive. 
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The  School  staff  of  7 submitted  samples  - 2 of  these  were  positive? 
1 cook  and  1 teacher.

The  General  Practitioners  gave  treatment  and  the  outbreak  resolved. 

The  general  public  was  most  co-operative 5 one  family  only  refused  to 
submit  samples. 

ERYSIPELAS . 

C <«ut€  <i 

Erysipelas  is  an  infectious  disease  carried  by  haemolytic  streptococcus 
in  the  skin.  Of  the  3 cases,  one  was  in  the  second  quarter  and  two  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

During  September,  an  outbreak  occurred  in  Pramlingham  College.  Three 
boys  were  taken  ill  on  Sunday,  25th  September,  45  were  ill  by  Monday  26th 
and  by  Tuesday  27th,  there  were  63  cases. 

The  illness  took  the  form  of  pyrexia,  nausea,  vomiting,  and  diarrhoea. 
Specimens  were  taken  and  the  causal  organism  was  found  to  be  Salmonella 
Typhimurium. 

It  is  surmised  that  the  outbreak  was  caused  by  contamination  by  mice  of 
trays  of  sausages,  cooked  on  23rd  September,  left  uncovered  and  served, warmed 
on  24th. 

Two  food  handlers  were  found  to  be  carrying  the  organism  and  were 
suspended  temporarily  from  duty.  The  outbreak  quickly  resolved  and  gave 

no  great  cause  for  alarm. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

This  is  any  febrile  condition  occurring  in  a woman  in  whom  a temperature 
of  100. 4°F  (380c)  or  more  has  occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth 
or  miscarriage. 

The  notifier  is  required  to  give  the  cause,  so  that  possible  action,  if 
the  condition  is  due  to  infection,  can  be  taken. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Definition  - "a  purulent  discharge  from  the  eyes  commencing  within 
tv;enty-one  days  from  the  date  of  birth". 

Your  1 case  had  a mild  infection. 

INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS. 

This  disease,  commonly  called  "Jaundice"  is  widespread  in  Britain. 

It  is  infectious  and  due  to  a virus  and  difficult  to  prevent.  Fortunately 
the  disease  is  usually  mild. 

It  is  notifiable  in  East  Anglia,  this  area  being  chosen  to  give  some 
idea  of  the  actual  incidence  of  the  disease. 
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DIPHTHEBIA. 


In  England  and  Wales,  161  cases  (provisional  number)  occurred  in  1955 • 

Of  these  11  died  (provisional  number).  The  comparative  rarity  of  the  disease 
is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  immunisation  carried  out  against  this  disease  by 
clinics  and  general  practitioners. 

In  Blyth  Rural  District  in  1955,  279  primary  immunisations  were  carried 
out  by  the  child  welfare  clinics  and  general  practitioners.

VACCINATION. 

This  procedure  should  be  carried  out  in  all  infants,  especially  males. 
NOTE  ON  CHEMICAL  POISONING. 

In  late  April,  at  Framlingham,  a woman,  and  her  three  dogs  normally 
kept  in  kennels  outside  the  house,  were  affected  by  a chemical  (’’Denocate”) 
used  for  the  preceding  two  days  in  spraying  the  neighbouring  field. 

The  woman  developed  a rash  of  the  face,  with  stinging,  redness,  drying 
and  peeling  of  the  skin,  which  was  left  quite  coarse  some  days  later. 

The  dogs  v/ere  quite  ill,  marked  weakness  occurred  and  it  was  thought 
one  would  die. 

The  occurrence  is  mentioned  here  to  emphasise  the  danger  of  some  of 
these  chemical  sprays,  in  the  hope  that  ALL  precautions  will  be  taken  each 
time  they  are  used.

FRAME INGHAM  X-RAY  SURVEY.

7 persons v/ere  referred  for  further 
examination.  Of  these,  2 had  Inactive  tuberculosis, 

1 had  Fibrosis, 

2 had  Bronchial  carcinoma, 

1 had  Sarcoidosis.

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TUBERCULOSIS  PREVENTION. 


Tuberculosis  is  the  most  important  infectious  disease  in  the  world. 

Of  this  there  is  no  doubt  at  all,  when  we  consider  the  number  of  cases 
it  causes  and  the  number  of  deaths.  It  is  very  largely  a disease  with 
no  symptoms  in  its  early  stages,  diagnosable  only  on  X-ray  examination. 

To  wait  until  symptoms  develop  is  to  wait  too  long  as  by  then  the  patient 
is  infectious  and  has  spread  the  disease. 

Tuberculosis  then  must  be  sought  for,  and  our  main  weapon  is  the  X-ray 
machine,  used  in  mass  radiography. 

In  Scandinavian  countries,  in  country  districts  and  small  towns,  85-95^ 
of  the  people  over  I5  years  of  age  attend  for  X-ray  examination  when  it  is 
offered  to  them. 

In  Britain,  if  we  are  lucky,  40^^  of  adults  approximately  will  attend. 
Again  in  most  Scandinavian  countries,  it  is  compulsory  for  certain  groups 
of  workers  to  bo  X-rayed  annually  -nurses,  teachers,  sailors,  food  workers 
and  farm  workers  (for  a tuberculous  farm  worker  can  infect  the  cov/s)  . 

With  each  mass  X-ray  survey  in  Britain,  the  hard  core  of  unenlightened, 
disinterested  people,  escapes  examination. 

In  my  view,  it  is  high  time  that  an  annual  X-ray  of  lungs  be  made 
compulsory  for  every  person  in  Britain  over  the  age  of  15  years,  as  at 
present  v/e  are  simply  trifling  with  the  disease  of  tuberculosis.
